Previous to that time he was 
manager of the Merchants’ Detective Asso- 
ciation. For several years preceding this 
Col. Cole was secret agent of the govern- 
ment and was considered one of the most 
useful men in the secret service. 

In lodge circles Col. Cole was especially 
well known, being a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic by virtue of services 
he rendered during the war as Colonel of a 
Missouri infantry regiment. He was honor- 
ably discharged before the close of the war 
because of a bullet wound received in action. 
Col. Cole was a member also of Columbian 
Chapter, Diana Temple Knights Templar. 
For many years he was a member of the 
Royal Arcanum, but severed his connection 
with that order some years ago. 

Politically Col. Cole was an active Repub- 
lican and had. been an enthusiastic and 
prominent member of the Marquette club 
since its inception. 

Col. Cole was born in Central Illinois, near 
Bath, fifty-five years ago. Abraham Lincoln 
often visited his father’s home, and Col. 
Cole always ye delighted to tell of his acquaint- 
ance with Mr. L coln, who took a fancy to 
the boy and presented him ‘with his first 9 
knife. 

After the war Col. Cole went to St. 1 
and later to Kansas City. Fif teen years ago 
‘he came to Chicago. He leaves a widow and 
two children, E. W. Cole and Helen Cole.

Greatest Searcity of Water Ever 

Known in That Vicinity.

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 20.—[{Special.}—The 
present drought is the most severe ever re- 
corded in the local weather bureau. It be- 
gan with Jan. 1, 1804. The normal rainfall 
for this locality is 40.89 inches annually. 
In 1894 there was a deficiency of 14.3 inches 
and in 1895, up to the evening of Oct. . 
the deficiency was 12.7, or a total deficiency 
since Jan. 1, 1804, of twenty-nine inches, 
almost two-thirds of the usual annual rain- 
tall.

It Cured a Case of Lockjaw, Notwith- 
standing Subsequent Death. 


New. Tork, Oct. 29.—[Special.)—Fifteen- 
year-old Joseph Revere of No. 38 Metropoli- 
tan avenue, Williamsburg, who had, accord- 
ing to his doctors, been practically cured of 
lockja w, is dead. 

Thomas F. McCleary attended the child 
and made out the certificate of death. in 
it he assigns lesion of the heart as the cause 


of death. 

“TI am positive,“ he said, the boy was fully 
cured of the lockjaw, and I consider the case 
a perfect vindication of the claims made on 
behalf of anti-toxin. When I was called in 
Friday night the boy was suffering from a 
clearly defined attack of lockjaw. Dr. R. J. 
Morrison also diagnosed the digease as lock- 
jaw. I then sent out requests to yarious 
drug firms and to the Pasteur Institute to 
furnish me with some anti-toxin. Thanks 
to Dr. Paul Gibier of the latter institute, 1 
was supplied the following night with two 
bottles. e made an injection beneath the 
skin of the abdomen. After the first injec- 
tion the convulsion seemed more violent and 
lasted considerably longer. In half ap hour 
the injection was renewed. The convulsion 
was still in progress, but had lost much of 
its intensity, and when, thirty minutes after 
this second one, the third injection was made 
the little fellow’s muscles relaxed and the 
spasms became weaker and less frequent. 
We kept on making the injections at half- 
hour intervals, and within three hours were 
rewarded by a complete change in the condi- 
tion of the patient. The convulsions came 
on only after long intervals, and were less 
and less violent until they ceased altogether, 
and the boy was free from pain. I called 
again late at night and found the boy’s pulse 
beating at the rate of 180 a minute. The 
heart, which was marked by the hand of 
death before tetanus convulsed the poor suf- 
ferer’s frame, had been too rudely shaken.

Young Revere was kicked in the forehead 
two weeks ago by a horse. It wasa glancing 
blow and had only torn the skin. There was, 
however, a copious flow of blood, and to stop 
this hemorrhage some stable dirt was ap- 
plied to the wound. Dr. McCleary says he 
believes it was this poultice that contained 
the tetanus sporés, which after transmission 
into the system of the boy developed into 
full-Redged bacillt.

TRAGIC STORY 


It Is Told by the Only Survivor of the 
Crew of the Harry s. Lord. 

New York, Oct. 29.— [Special. Benjamin 
R. Weeks, seaman, tells a thrilling story of 
adventure. His little vessel, the schooner 
Harry 8. Lord, was wrecked a fortnight 
ago. So far as is known, Weeks is the sole 
survivor, His story of the wreck and his 
oon escape from the drowning craft, the 
fifty-seven hours spent on a bit of planking, 
tossed by pitiless seas, and the providential 
rescue when hope had almost gone, form as 
tragical a narrative as any ever recorded. 
Covered with hideous salt water sores and 
with hands and feet swathed in bandages, 
Weeks was led into the shipnews office to- 
day. His vessel left Port Liberty, Cape 
Hayti, Oct. 12, with a cargo of logwood for 
New York. On the morning of Oct. 23 the 
schooner was struck by a squall and filled im- 
mediately. Weeks was washed overboard 
several times, but succeeded in swimming 
back to the wreck. He clambered on top 
of the cabin, clinging to a skylight. With 
his feet through the skylight, to which he 
clung with both hands, the sea washing over 
him, he sat through the day and succeeding 
night. without food or water. At one time 
he said a man-eating shark rose just at his 
toes, and looked up at him. “I drew up my 
feet,” he said, “and crawled over to the 
other side. In the evening it blackened up a 
bit and looked like it was going to pour down 
rain. Only a few big drops fell, and some I 
caught in my mouth.” After hours of 
anguish he was finaily rescued by the Bos- 
ton schooner Star of the Sea.

SIR HENRY IRVING IN “MACBETH.” 


The Accustomed Speech Follows a Re- 
appearance in New York. 

New York, Oct. 20.—{Special.}—Tonight in 
the presence of a large audience. warm and 
well disposed, Sir Henry Irving and Miss 
Ellen Terry were welcomed back to New 
York in “Macbeth.” The work which they 
had chosen for their art was one of the most 
gloomy, grand, and stern in all the field of 
tragedy. It may be questioned whether it 
Was as well suited to that art or to the New 
coe taste as many others in tueir reper- 

oire. 


Of all the great Shakspearean characters 
(if we except, perhaps, the part of Romeo) 
Macbeth would, at the first glance, seem 
least fitted to the temperament and phy- 
sical outfit of Henry Irving. And those who 
are accustomed to associate Ellen Terry 
with the bewitching grace and sprfhtliness 
of Beatrice, the charm of Rosamond, the 


pathos of Ophelia, and the appalling dignity 
of Katherine, could hardly picture her in the 
mind’s eye as the relentless spouse of mur- 
derous Glamis. It can hardly, then, be mat- 
ter for astonishment if, on a first acquaint- 
ance with these favorites in their new stage 
parts, the majority of those who welcome4 
them tonight were disconcerted and a trifie 
less delighted than they would have been 
had Henry Irving and Miss Terry chosen to 
interpret more familiar characters. The 
time is too brief to make it possible to enter 
8 any full account of the Lyceum Mac- 


Henry Irving seeems to have bent his mind 
above all to the task of bringing into strong 
relief the intellectual and. imaginative 
sides of Shakspeare’s hero. He stood as 
from the first a man oppressed by fate, 
haunted by weird fancies and by vast am- 
bitions. His horrror of the deed which he 
had planned—perhaps before his partner 
urged him to his crime—was so intense that 
it all but prevented him from yielding to his 
bloody impulse. 

His attitude at times suggested Hamlet's 
rather than Macbeth’s. The intellect was 
stronger than the hand which served its 
purpose. Mr. Irving did not read his lines 
so clearly as might have been wished and 
more than once the superficial oddities vf 
his genius were obtruded somewhat forcibly. 

The Lady Macbeth of Miss Ellen Terry 
kad not the all-powerful, dominant vigor of 
some others that have been seen. It was 
more gentle, more womanly, less self-agsert- 
ive, tragic, and tremendous than it should 
be. In the sleep walking scene, however, 
Miss Terry’s very freedom for deliberate 
tragedy was effective. 

As a “production” this Macbeth is fully 
equal to the very finest efforts of the En- 
glish actor. Nothing more beautiful or 
weird could be conceived than the present- 
ment of the witches and the specters in that 
marvelous fourth act. 

The company supporting Henry Irving is 
of all-round excellence, including such old 
friends as Henry Howe, Frank Tyars, and 
F. Ceeper, together with some new and com- 
petent performers. At the end of the per- 
formance there were the accustomed calls 
for a speech, to which Sir Henry made a 
suitable acknowledgment.

H. Bauman was expelled unconditionally, 
and J. R. Willard was suspended for three 
years and until he can satisfy the directory 
that he is not associated with bucket-shop 


people. 
The. first case was a plain one of bucket- 
shopping. Mr. Bauman, until a few months 
Ago, Was connected with C. W. Stansell, 
With whom he had a falling out, which has 
found its way into the courts. Until re- 
cently, he had some sort of a connection 
with the German Consul, and besides fur- 
nishing statistics regarding grain and pro- 
visions sent out daily a series of market 
cables. He only joined the board four months 
ago, and it is said the statements made by 
him at that time regarding his former con- 
hections were not entirely correct. The 
board goes on the theory that “once a buck- 
et-shop man always one.” 

J. R. Willard is a man much better known 
to the grain trade than Bauman. He left 
the employ of Kennett-Hopkins a few weeks 
ago, and organized the private wire house 
firm of J. R. Willard & Co. The firm rented 
a ground floor office in the Board of Trade 
Building and fitted it up handsomely. He did 
not give out the names of his associates, but 
the trade generally knew they were Elmer 
and Jay D ns. Both these made appli- 
cation for membership a few months ago, 
with J. R. Willard as sponsor, but such a 
howl was raised about it that the applica- 
tion was withdrawn.

HIS FORCE OF EMPLOYES. 


Between 300 and 400 Laid 0ff—Mayor 
Swift Cenfers with His Subordi- 
nates to Find a Way te Reduce the 


Running Expenses of the City—Dis- 
cussion Held with the Civil Service 
Commissioners in Reference to Re- 
instating the Men Dropped. 

Between 300 and 400 men were temporari- 
ly laid off by Commissioner of Public Works 
Kent yesterday, and the chances are a good 
many more will be dropped before the end of 
the week. 

The work of reducing the number of em- 
ployés in the Department of Public Works 
has been in progress for several weeks, and 
laborers and street men have been let go as 
fast as the wonk became slack. 

Mayor Swift devoted most of his time 
yesterday to the matter of looking into how 
he could reduce the running expenses of the 
municipal government and during the day 
had several conferences with Commissioner 
Kent and Controller Wetherell. He also had 
a conference with the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners. It is usual to drop a good many men 
at this period of the year, but more attention 
is being given to the matter this fall on ac- 
count of the city being sorely pressed for 
ready money. Controller Wetherell, while 
he has not been able to complete the financial 
statement called for several weeks ago, did 
present the Mayor with some figures yes- 
terday that gave the latter some idea as to 
what he could expect. There is reason to be- 
lieve the Mayor is much disappointed because 


this statement has been delayed and that he 


does not understand why it should take so 
long to agcertain the correct condition of 
affairs., 80 many widely differing ‘state- 
ments have been made from time to time 
that the Mayor is determined to get at the 
exact facts. He said yesterday he would not 
give out any figures until he received the 
complete statement and had thoroughly 
canvassed the figures himself. 

There is also reason to believe the Mayor 
is of the opinion that the situation is not as 
bad as it has been represénted and that he 
has made up his mind that by careful prun- 
ing he can get through the year in reasona- 
bly good shape, taking all things in- 
to consideration. This i based upon a re- 
mark he dropped yesterday when asked what 
steps were being taken by the banks in ref- 
erence to taking the tax warrants. 


Money Is Not Needed Now.

The impression is that the city has plenty 
of money to meet the pay-rolis for this 
month notwithstanding a statement of Con- 
troHer Wetherell yesterday to the effect 
that he could not tell yet whether he would 
have enough money to meet the October 
rolls and that he would have a balance 
struck off today. 

The number of city employés'is probably 
fess than has been carried on the pay-rolis 
for some years and according to the esti- 
mates of some there are not over 8,000 names 
all told. These figures include the police 
and firemen, It seems a little strange that 
the Controller's office is unable to give ex- 
act figures. Repeated inquiry at this office 
has brought the response that they were 
unable to tell, as the matter has not been 
kept track of for several months. 

This is one of the things that has annoyed 
the Mayor and he is more anxious than 
any one else to know just where he stands 
in this respect. He has been frequently 
provoked on account of estimates given out 
to the effect that there are now 12,000 men 
in the employ of the city. This he says he 
knows is untrue, as he has kept close watch 
of the number by comparing rolls of individ- 
ual departments with the rolls of former 
administrations. He also knows that be- 
tween 700 and 1,000 men have been dropped 
from time to time during the last two or 
three months. 

A year ago there were 15,000 men on the 
pay-rolls of the city. This statement is 
made on the authority of men connected 
with the last administration, who were in 
a position to know. 

Discussion with Commissioners. 

The question discussed with Civil Service 
Commissioners. Clark and Hotz was in ref- 
erence to whether men laid off now could be 
put on again when there is work for them 
without their taking the civil service exam- 
ination. The men have not been discharged, 
but dropped on account of lack of work. It 
has been the practice when a man was tem- 
porarily laid off to report his name to the 
Civil Service Commission, when*it was re- 
corded on a card. When his services were 
needed again a requisition was made on the 
commission and his name was certified back 
to the department to which he belonged. 

The Commissioners suggested yesterday 
that the “temporary inspectors” list be 
abolished and that there be but one class of 
inspectors. This was the principal matter 
that brought them to the Mayor's office. 
Since work has become so slack it has been 
the practice of the Department of Public 
Works to divide what there was to do among 
all the inspectors. Bach man reports at the 
street bureau office each morning, and if 
there is no work for him he goes home. Some 
of the men have obtained as little as eight 
days’ work in a month, but they preferred 
this to being dropped entirely. They obtain 
their pay out of the assessment for the im- 
provement they inspect, and the number of 

spectors at work depends entirely upon 
the number of streets being improved. The 
Commissioners seemed to think it would be 
better to employ several inspectors rma- 
nently than to have a large number idle half 
or two-thirds of the time. 

Commissioner Kent explained that the 
trouble would be that one week fifty inspect- 
ors might be needed, while the next half a 
dozen could do the work. It was practically 
decided that the temporary classification 
was the best.

| PUTS AN END TO THE WAR SCARE. 


Alleged Russian Conipact with China De- 
clared to Be a Myth. 

London, Oct. 29.—The Russian Embassy 
announced this eveningit has received an 
official telegfam from St. Petersburg denying 
the stories from Hongkong to the Times and 
Globe about the alleged secret treaty between 
China and Ryssia, by which the latter is said 
to have been granted extraordinary conces- 


F gions. 


The Russian officials here add that the visit 
of Prince Wong Chf Chuan to St. Petersburg, 
about which so much has been said recentiy, 
was solely undertaken with the object of con- 
gratulating the Czar upon his accession to the 
throne, 

In regard tothe anchoring of a Russian 
fleet at Port Arthur the Russian Embassy is 
notaware that Russia claims any rights be- 
yend those of the other powers, and it is 
stated that no Russian warships will be per- 
manentiy stationed at Port Arthur. 


„Globe Reiterates the Statement, 


Tho Globe thie afternoon publishes from a 
correspondent from Hongkong a virtual 
reiteration of a dispatch to the Timez from 
Hongkong wh.ch caused such a sensation in 
claiming to outline the concessions raade by 
China to Russia. An additional statement in 
the Giobe dispatch is that the alleged secret 
treaty between China and Russia was con- 


veyed to St. Petersburg by Wong Chi-Chuan, 


who was dispatcbed to Russia ostensibly for 
the purpose ot congratulating the Czar upon 
his accession to the throne, 

The representatives of the Foreign Office 
here discredit the Globe dispatch. They ray 
that Wong Chi- Chuan went to St, Petersburg 
during the auiumn of 1804, before the treaty 
of ce between China and Japan was signed, 
a that if any such agreement was ever 
made between China and Russia it was prob- 
abiy- done during his visit to the Russian 
capital. 

Counter-Charge Against England. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 20.—The Novoe 
Vremya publixhesa dispatch from Vladivo- 
stock saying that the British squadron of war- 
ships in the waters of the Far East has bee 
concentrated at Fouchan and adds: ä 

„Great Britain is zealously seeking a pre- 
text for declaring war upon China in order to 
counteract the successes of Russia and re- 
store her shattered prestige ia the Pacific.”’ 

Japanese to Evacuate Corea. 

Berlin, Oct. 20.—A dispatch received from 
Seoul today says that the Japanese officials 
have announced their mtention of evacua- 
ting Corea at the same time as the evacua- 
tion of @he Liao-Tung Peninsula takes 
place. The dispatch also says that the dis- 
banding of the Corean troops traimed by 
the Japanese, as demanded by the Russian 
and French Governments, is regarded with 
anxiety in Japanese official circles, as, it is 
claimed, this would leave the kingdom of 
Corea without any force with which to 
maintain order after the Japanese depart.

LAST ACT OF THE RIBOT MINISTRY.

New Cabinet Will Probably Be Formed 
with Bourgeois at the Head. 

Paris, Oct. 20.—The following semi-official 
note has been issued: 

The Ministers, at the close of the sitting 
of the Chamber, proceeded to the Hlysee 
‘Palace and tendered their resignations to 
the President. They were accepted and will 
be published in the Official Gazette tomor- 
row morning. They acquainted President 
Faure with the incidents leading to the res- 
iznation. The President thanked the Min- 
isters for the assistance they had given him 
and begged them to, continue to dispatch 
the current business.“ 

Comments of the Paris Press. 

The newspapers this morning express ap- 
preciation of the difficulties which are con- 
fronting President Faure as a result of the 
resignation of the ministry. 

The moderate republican journals deplore 
the fact that the Charaber of Deputies was 


not satisfiéd with the explanations of the 


miffistry regarding the failure of the gov- 
ernment to prosecute those whose names 
had beén mentioned in connection with the 
South of France railroad scandals, and that 
the Chamber thus,precipitated a situation 
the consequences of which, it is claimed, it 
will probably be the first fo regret. 

The Radical and- Socialist newspapers 
hail the defeat of the Ribot ministry as re- 
venge for their own discomfiture in the mat- 
ter of the Carmaux strike, while the Con- 
servative organs state that the ministry 
has fallen on a question of public morals 
and “under a blow given by the majority, 
exasperated at repeated attempts to hush 
flagrant scandals.” : 

Expect a Radical Cabinet. 

Most of the newspapers’ opinions of the cir- 
cumstances. point to the formation of a 
Radical Cabinet, headed by M. Bourgeois, 
whose last office was that of Minister of 
Justice in the former Ribot Cabinet, in 1802, 
and who tried unsuccessfully to form a 
Cabinet after the fall of the Dupuy Ministry. 

Several newspapers, however, say that they 
anticipate that a dissolution of Parliament 
must occur “if the present state of anarchy 
contmues.”’ 

The Palais Bourbon consensus of opinion 
seems to favor a radical Ministry, compris- 
ing among its members MM. Bourgeois, 
Cavaignac, Peytral, Doumer, Hanotaux, 
and, perhaps, Gen. Zurlinden and Admiral 
Besnard. 

The Temps says: 

“The gravest feature of the situation is 
the manner in which the Cabinet was over- 
thrown. Nobody knows why it was de- 
feated. Another disquieting fact is that no- 
body sees on what basis a new ministry can 
be formed.“

ADVANCE IN PACIFIC CABLE SCHEME. 


Action by the Representatives of the Colo- 
pies in Londor. 

London, Oct. 29.—The Pacific cable 
scheme, advocated by a number of the Brit. 
ish colonies and the Dominion of Canada, 
made a decided advance today ata meeting 
of the representatives here of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and the South African 
colonies, 

The meeting was held at the office of Sir 
Charles Tupper. the Canadian High Commis- 
sioner, and the chief point discussed was the 
joint attitude of the colonia! representatives. 
The new instructions sent by the colonies to 
their agents-general show that colonies 
are for the most part willing to r their 
share of the expense of the cabie, and that 
they are anxious the matter should be active. 
ly pu-hed. Upon the return to town of the 


-Rt.-Hon, Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 


‘State for the Colonies, a date will be fixed for 
a conference at the Colonial Office, upon 
which occasion it is expected definite action 
will be taken. 

The question of a fast transatlantic steam- 
ship service will not be considered, the tmme. 
diate matter now under discussion being the 
cable scheme proper. 

It was felt by the meeting that the exclusive 
concessions of Hawaii to an American cable 
company, if ratified, would increase the cost 
of the proposed Pacific cable, as the line 
would have to be landed at some other point. 
Great satisfaction was expressed in colonial 
circles at this important matter assuming 
definite shape. 


VIENNA IN ANTI-SEMITE HANDS. 


Dr. Leuger Elected Burgomaster for the 
Second Time. 

Vienna, Oct. 29.— Dr. Leuger, leader of the 
anti-Semites and First Vice-Burgomaster of 
Vienna, was again elected Burgomaster to- 
day. Dr, Leuger was elected to this office in 
May last, but he refused to accept the position 
because the majority he received was the 
smallest permitted by iaw. This led to rioting 
and an attack upon the town hall, Previous 
to his election in May last to the office of 
Burgomaster Dr. Leuger was elected First 
Vice-Burgomaster, whereupon the Burgomas- 
ter, Dr. Greubel, resigned. By so doing the 
administration of Vienna, which for thirty- 
five years previously had been into the hands of 
the German Liberals, passed in the hands of 
the anti-Semites, and by the definite elecnon 
of today Vienna is the first of the capitals of 
Europe to be, administered by anti-Semites, 

London, Oct. 30.—A Vienna dispatch to 
the Daily News says: When Dr. Lueger’s 
election, became known the streets of the city 
were led with a dense and enthusiastic 
crowd shouting, Long live Lueger,“ and 
throwing their hats in the air, greeting the 
various well-known leaders of the anti- 
Semitic party with outbursts of cheering. 

In a speech following his election Dr. 
Lueger harped incessantly upon Vienna be- 
ing freed from its enemies and all foreign 
enterprise being excluded. The election will 
require the Emperor's sanction, but this 
will undoubtedly be given. 

The Times and Chronicle have dispatches 
from. Vienna which express doubts whether 
the Emperor will sanction the election and 
which say that the decision is awaited with 
the greatest anxiety. The Chronicle's dis- 
patch says: 

“The fact that the Jews form so large a 
gection of the Vienna community may be 
regarded as sufficient to justify a veto of 
the election. Premier Bodeni opposes the 
anti-Semites and his influence may count 
for something.“

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HENRY LAMONTE CAUGHT AT HIS 
HOME IN WAUSAU, WIS. 


Will Be Taken to West Superior to Be 
Tried for Killing an Unidentified 


Man—In Running Him Down the Of- 

ficers Find Three Similar Crimes to 

Be Laid.at His Door—Member of a 

Gang of Desperadoes—An Accom- 
. plice Now in Prison. 

West Superior, Wis., Oct. 29.—(Special.)— 
Henry Lamonte, alias Big Jack, the man 
wanted here for the murder of an unidenti- 
fied man at Dedham Sept. 23, is under ar- 
rest at his home at Wausau, Wis., and of- 
f.cers have gone on to. bring him here for 
trial. 

Circumstantial evidence is strong that 
Lamonte murdered the man, supposed to be 
a sailor who left Scotland a year ago. He 
had $120 on his person when killed. 

Pursuit of the murderer has been kept up 
ever since, and the officers claim to have dis- 
covered three other murders laid to his 
door; the first at Denver, Colo., three years 
ago, when Deputy Sheriff Wilson was 
kilfed while attempting to prevent the es- 
cape of Lamonte, then under arrest for 
burglary. 

The second victim was found in a cranber- 
ry marsh in Wood County, Wis., a year ago 
this summer. The third at Dedham, for 
which he is now under arrest, and the 
fourth the unknown man at Finlayson, 
Minn., whose body was found in the woods 
last Thursday. The last case is now being 
investigated. 

Lamonte fied from here to the Iron Range 
and stopped at the Town of Virginia, where 
he registered under his own name. He left 
with a man named Newman McMillan, who 
has not since been heard from, and whos? 
description corresponds with the man found 
dead at Finlayson. 

McMillan had $300 on his person and man 
has since beén accumulating for him at 
the victims except the 
Deputy Sheriff were shot through the head 
and robbed, . 

The murder at Dedham was a cold-blooded 
affair. A party of seven woodsmen left the 
smali town to get work onalogdrive. They 
straggled along and Lamonte, with the man 
now dead and William McDonald, remained 
behind. Next day the body was found 
stripped of all its clothing and valuables. 
McDonald was arrested and is now in jail 
here, awaiting examination. Lamonte is 
said by the officers to be a desperate though 
well educated man, and a member of a no- 
torious gang of three, formed at Wausau for 
purposes of plunder. 

A second member of the gang, George 
Thorpe, is now held here as a witness against 
Lamonte, and as soon as his .evidence is 
taken he will be turned over to the Wausau 
authorities, who want him for burglary. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 29.—A man under ar- 
rest in this city under the name of Jevane 
Van Alranter, charged with obtaining 
money under false pretenses, is believed to 
be Charles Webb, alias Charles Wells, alias 
Carl Grafton, wanted in St. Louis for the 
murder of Mollie Wade, a colored school- 
teacher, on May 30 last. 

Topeka, Kas., Oct. 29.—Abe Coulter, who 
was today arrested at Valley Falls, twenty 
miles northeast of Topeka, appears beyond 
a doubt to be the murdered of Edward Ills- 
ton. Coulter is 19 years old and lives with 
his father at Valley Falls. He arrived at 
his home five days after the murder with a 
horse and wagon belonging to IIIston.

LAW BOOK PUBLISHERS GIVE A DINNER. 


American and English Encyclopedia 
Compiler Meets Men of the Bar. 

An informal dinner to the bench and 
bar of Chicago was given last night at the 
Chicago Athletic club by the publishers of 
the American and English Encyclopedia of 
Law. The guest of the evening was James 
Cockroft, the originator of this work.

When the cigars and coffee had circulated 
Mr. Longenecker in a humorous speech in- 
troduced the guest of the evening, saying he 
did not know what the law of America was 
until he perused Mr. Cockroft's work. 

Mr. Cockroft told the guests how a sleep- 
less night in a sleeping-car between Chicago 
and Kansas City was responsible for the 
germ of the encyclopedia. He told of his 
difficulties in the compilation and of the in- 


ticles from legal writers of established fep- 
utation. He spoke of his fears of the recep- 
tion the work would meet at the hands 
of jurists. It was the work of young men 
acting under his supervision. ‘che praise it 
has received, he said, more than compen- 
sated him for the labors bestowed on the 
twenty-three volumes. 

The Evolution of the Law Book” was the 
toast responded to by Sigmund Zeisler. He 
said: 

“Everybody who knows me knows that 
know little about law books and still 
less about evolution. The law andlaw 
books have progressed with the growth of 
the race. Only a few years ago the number 
of books of reports of the United States 
courts, I mean not Federal courts alone but 
State and Territorial courts as well, was 
under: Vet at that time a noted compiler 
felt constrained to make excuse for adding 
to the number of court reports. Today I 
estimate the number of such books at 5,000 
at least, not including reprints and partial 
reports. How is a man to find anything, 
how to know where to look for anything 
in such a mass of matter. I know of no 
help so satisfactory as the Americap and 
English Encyclopedia of Law.“ 

in speaking on “The Judiciary” Judge 
Waterman told the story of a certain law- 
yer’s citation of the report on a damage suit 
to recover a wagon for proof in a divorce 
case. He thought altogether too many re- 
ports were printed, too. many law books 
made. He knew of no condensation or in- 
dex more satisfactory or more complete 
than the American and English Encyclope- 
dia of Law. 

“The Lawyer in the Body Politic’ was 
the toast of A. M. Walfolk. He said: 

“Wherever you find the lawyer you find 
him standing up for man. What do we owe 
to the lawyer? What do We not owe to him? 
We owe to him the doctrine of equglity of 
manhood, the doctrine of religious and civil 
liberty. The lawyer brought to the world

pany a total loss of nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars in gold coin. 

Three years agoa number of wealthy Span- 
jards in the City of Mexico, headed by Don 
Jvan Llamedo, director of the Banco Lonires 

y Mexico, formed the Tlahualito Agricultural 


—— pany. They bought over 2,000,000 acres 
of land in the State of Durango,near Torreon. 
This land less than fifty years ago was the bed 
of Tlahualilo Lake, accidentally drained by a 
sudden change in the course of the Nazas Riv- 
er. It is fertile beyond belief, and with 
the $4,500,000 spent by the company for 
improvements constitutes a great and vai- 
uable empire in itself, The extent of 
the operations of this ‘company may 
be realized from the fact that six. 
hundred miles of irrigating diteh puts water 
from the Nazas River upon the fifty square 
miles of cultivated land. This ditch cost 
$2,250,000, and duting its construction 
8,000 people were employed, between 6,000 
and 7,000 mules were worked, 3,000 
scrapers and eight steam ditch machines 
threw dirt from its course. es of solid 
aqueduct and trestle were constru „ and 
the Tiahualilo company paid the Hun n 
system of railroads nearly $100,000, gold, in 
f reight bills alone. 

Labor is scarce in the Tlahualilo Laguna 
country, as compared with the needs of this 
great industrial. concern, and the question 
became of serious import, W. H. Ellis, a 
negro, who had been interested with the com- 
pany in other matters, held a valuable can- 
cession from the Mexican Government, allow- 
ing him to import 20,000 Americas negroes. 
They were to be free trom all taxes, except 
municipal, for a term of years, and duties 
upon anything they might bring from the 
United States were suspended. He persuaded 
the company that the Southern negro was the 
mau they wanted te work the cotton and the 
corn, and a contract was made to pay Ellis a 
certain sum per head tor all negroes land 

on the company’s hacienda, the company ta, 
pay their transportation. 

Ellis went into Alabama and Georgia to re- 
cruit. He was accompanicd by a white emi- 
gration agent, known throdghout the South 
as Peg Williams. Together they worked 
and created an excitement among the colored 
people such as has rarely been recorded. in 
their hie’ ory. Ellis — with him a printed 
form purporting to bea contraq; from the 
company agreeing to give the negroes a share 
of the crop and a liberal advance of money 
until the crop was made, Ellis claimed to be 
the Moses chosen to lead them to a land of 
God and liberty.“ The excitement grew 
apace. The planters became alarmed at the 
threatened exodus. Legisiatures hastily 
passed laws making the emigration agent a 
criminal, and Ellis’ life was threatened. 

Teo train- loads of darkies were shipped 
out, however, in all about one thousand souls. 
They were rushed through to Mexico in spevial 
trains, the Tiahualilo at ag paying $20 a 
head to have them moved. They went) chant 
ing gospel hymus and plantation songs, full 
of hope of the land of milk and honey —an 
indiscriminafe lot of the most ignorant, 
worthless, and child-like class of Southern 
negroes. 

They arrived at Mapimi station on the Meri- 
can Central rvilroad, tramped inland thirty 
miles, helped build three or four hundred 
adobe hovels, and then attempted to settle 
down to the Mexican diet of beans and 
cracked corn, but with poor success, The 
company had not yet extended its ditch 
to the point where the negroes were located, 
and they used water from shallow wells 
in the old luke „ impregnated with alkali 
water. No white overseers were provided for 
them; cold, wet rains dampened thoir en- 
thusiasm, and finally a strange stomach 
trouble caused their bodies to sweil from 
waist to knees in a most alarming manner. 
Death stalked abroad ia the camp, until 100 
sures were filled and the whole colony was 
sick, 

The company at first advanced rations, 
whether work was done or not. The negroes 
were of the most shiftiess character, and 
finally the daily average in the field became 
less than fifty, A no work, no pay order 
was issued a panic ensued, The colony 
became thoroughly demoralized and the end 
was not iar off. 

Squads began to walk to the railroads, where, 
they told terrible tales of suffering and deatht 
Public attention was aroused. Governmen 
officials of Mexico and the United States 
made investigations, It is believed that the 
Mexican officiais exonerated the company 
and the United States officials blamed the 
company and exonerated the negroes. To 
add to the terrors of the situation smalipox 
broke out and the whdle country became in 
danger from the fleemg, panic stricken, sick 
and dying negroes, uarantine camps were 
established at 10 Grande points 
by the State of Texas and the 
United States War Department issued 
tents and rations, ppeals for aid kept

PRESIDENT OF UNION NATIONAL 
‘TO RESIGN IN JANUARY. 


He will Be Succeeded by J. W. Un- 
worth—Odell Will Remain in the 
Direetory—Bondholders of the Con- 
solidated Packing Companies Are 
Not All Pleased with the Reorgan- 
ization Plan—Local Steck Market Is 
Dall and a Shade Heavier. 


John J. P. Odell will retire from the Presi- 
dency of the Union National Bank Jan. 1. 
His intention was cially communicated to 
the Board of ors yesterday. It is un- 
derstood that J. WA Ellsworth will be elected 
to the Presidency. This is a step which Mr. 
Odell has had in contemplation for several 
months, only waiting the proper opportunity 
to take it. The reasons which lead up to the 
immediate step are the necessity which he 
feels for a protracted rest, after many years 
of unremitting service, and the somewhat 
» precarious condition of his wife’s health, 
which will necessitate a probable absence 
from the city for some time. He has made 
no definite plans for the future, other than 
that he will probably take an extended tour 
abroad, in January or February, and oc- 
cupy himself with the care of his private af- 
fairs, which he has been obliged to neglect 
owing to the requirements of his professional 
work. On his return he will probably en- 
gauge in active business. He will continue in 
the directory of the bank, so that the institu- 
tion will have the benefit of his counsel and 
experience. There will be other changes in 
the bank. Vice-President Lake will also 
leave the institution, and there will be a new 
addition to the directory in the person of Mr. 
Forgan, a brother of J. B. Forgan, Vice- 
President of the First National Bank. Itis 
understood that Mr. Fergan will take a 
prominent position in the future manage- 


ment of the institution. 

The reorganization plan of the Interna- 
tional Packing and Provision company, or 
rather that portion of the plan which was 
published by the Bondholders’ committee 
yesterday, is the basis of a good deal of dis- 
cussion. Not all the comments are favor- 
able Of course there is not much use an- 
alyzing or criticising the plan until the scove 
of the whole reorganization scheme is made 
public. The clause which provides there 
shall be supplied to the International and 
Wells Packing company by others than the 
bondholders such an amount of additional 
working capital as the committee hereinafter 
named shall deém satisfactory,” is both de- 
eidedly important and indefinite. It is a 
matter of much consequence to the bond- 
holders how much working capital the new 
company is to have, and the plan so far as 
published contains no intimation. It has 
been unofficially stated that the assessment 
on the common stock will be £1 per share 
and on the preferred stock 10 shillings a 
share, certainly a modest assessment. 

The plan is not one which is likely to appeal 
to the bondholder who is at all a stickler for 
his rights. There are in the minds of some 
bondholders certain old-fashioned notions 
to the effect that a first mortgage bond is 
really a first mortgage bond. In a good many 
of the recent reorganization schemes, how- 
ever, such an idea has been regarded as 
quite out of date, and about the only point 
of priority attached to a first mortgage bond 
has seemed to be the first right to make 
some sacrifice in a reorganization. 

In the present case we have a bond upon 
which the interest has never been defaulted, 
* the holders are asked to give that up for 

— benture which will have no definite se- 
mitre y and apparently no rights of foreclos- 
ure. When the Consolidated Packing com- 
pany was organized and the securities of the 
International Packing and ovision com- 
pany, which is the English concern, were 
floated, the prospectus declared that in ad- 
dition to the seven packing plants the new 
epmpany had a working capital the equiva- 
lent of $1,700,000. It was largely upon that 
statement that these bonds were floated. It 
would now seem to be due a bondholder that 
some further information be furnished him 
than is offered in this statement of the Re- 
organization committee before he is asked to 
give up his security and accept something 
certainly far less fully secured and some- 
thing which on the face of it, if the state- 
ments of the Bondholders’ committee are 
to be accepted, will stand none too good a 
show of earning its friterest. 

The company aoe has outstanding $2,206.- 
Q00 bonds secured by a direct mortgage upon 
all of the properties of the several subordi- 
nate companies. It is proposed that che 
holders of these bonds exchange them for 
an issue of debentures, with the limit.of the

In Consequence of the Attempts to Bring 
About an Advance to a 25 Cent Basis, 
Chicago to New York, Vigorous Action 
Is Taken by the Directors of the Board 
of Trade=Strenuous Protest Entered 
Against Advance in Grain Freights— 
General Railroad News, 

Frequent mention has been made in Tun 
Trrunz durmg the last month of the efforts 
that are being made by the Eastera roads to 
bring about an advance in grain rates from 
the 20-rent basis, now in effety, to a 25-cent 
basis, Chicago to New York. Attention has 
also been drawn to the fact that such an ad.- 
vance atthis time would prevent farmers 
from shipping grain during the winter and 
that they would have to hold their grain until 
spring when they could take advantage of the 
lower rates by lake. With the present low 
frices for grain, caused by the prolific crops, 
a 25-cent rate from Chicago to New York 
would be more than the traffic can tear. The 
criticisms on their proposed action seem to 
have had no effect on the avaricious Eastern 
managers, and shippers have been advised 
that they had better forward all the grain 
they could immediately so as to avoid paying 
the higher rate. 

Board of Trade’s Action. 

Shippers in consequence have become

STILL PERVERTING THE FACTS, 

The Chronicle, adhering faithfully to its 
policy of evasion and misstatement, says 
that it is as much the legal duty of Mayor 
Swift to stop the sale of liquor on Sunday in 
Chicago in 1895 as it was of Mayor Medill 
in 1873, 

Not so, for two excellent reasons. In 


the first place, the Mayor of 1873 found 


among the city ordinances one on the Sun- 
day saloon question which was passed be- 
fore he went into office, and which the then 
Council, like its predecessors, did not re- 
‘peal. That ordinance made it a condition 
of the contract between the city and the 


| saloonkeeper that the latter should not op- 


erate his saloon on the first day of the 
week. In the event of his breaking that 
part of his contract with the city the Mayor 
could revoke his license summarily. 

It was one of the Mayor’s duties to see 
that these agreements entered into by the 
licensees of the city were observed. The 
Supreme Court decided in cases carried up 
to it that the Mayor had full power to re- 


‘woke licenses for a breach of tlie conditions 


on the part of the saloonkeeper. 

During Mayor Medill's administration the 
saloon ordinance remained unchanged by 
the Council with one exception. He recom- 
mended that the saloons be required to close 
every night between midnight and 5 a. m. 
The Council after due deliberation passed 
that amendment and the Mayor signed. 
That provision has stood the test of time 
under all Mayors and Councils since 1873, 
and still stands. No Mayor since then has 
recommended and no Council has passed a 
bill repealing the midnight closing ordi- 
nance of 1873. 

If the Sunday ordinances were now what 


they were in 1872-1873 it would be the duty 


of Mayor Swift to make the saloonkeepers 
live up to their licenseagreementg, and re- 
voke their licenses if they broke the condi- 
tions on which they were granted. But 
the ordinances are notthe same. The issuc 
at the polls at the city election of November, 
1873, was whether a Council should be 
elected which would pass a Sunday-opening 
ordinance. Such a Council was elected, 
and it amended the prior ordinance by al- 
lowing the sale of liquor on Sunday, and a 
Mayor was elected pledged to sign such an 
amended ordinance. As a consequence, 
ever since December, 1873, in every saloon 
license which the city grants it gives the 
licensee the right to sell on Sunday if he 
keeps his door shut and his curtains down. 

In the second place, the old State law 
of 1818 about Sunday saloons has been 
practically repealed. The city has been 
given by the municipal incorporation act, 
under which it is working, a broad power 
over the whole saloon question: There is 
no provision therein that it shall license sa- 
loons for six days in the week only. The 
only limitation of any kind is to be found ih 
the dramshop act, which says no license to 
sell spirits shall be granted for less than $500 
per annum. 

There is no State law for Mayor Swift to 
“enforce.” If the Chronicle thinks other- 
wise let it get up a case and find out what 
the opinion of the Supreme Court is on the 
subject. But if there were sucha State law 
it would not be the duty of the Mayor to 
1 “enforce” it. Judges and juries must at- 
tend to that duty. This is a point which the 
Chronicle is not able to meet, and therefore 
it dodges it and goes on with its ‘perversions 
and misstateménts. 

As for Mr. Roosevelt, who has been en- 
forcing a law that Senator Hill signed 
when Governor, he has as Police Commis- 
sioner the powers conferred on him by the 
Demoeratie excise law of New York, a 
law passed only a few years ago, and signed 
by Gov. Hill, to enforce it. It is made by 
that Democratic law the duty of the Police 
Commissioners to enforce Sunday closing, 
and it gives Roosevelt the power to do it. 
It is not Mayor Swift's duty, and he has 
no power to close saloons on Sunday under 
the ordinances of Chicago or the laws of 
Illinois. What is the use of the Chronicle 
cackling about it?

POSTOFFICE REVENVE DEFICIT. 

The latest annual report by the Postoffice 
Department of the United States shows 
that the postal revenues from all sources 
for the fiscal year ending with last June 
were about 77 million dellars and the ex- 
penditures nearly 87 millions, the excess of 
expenditures over receipts being $9,807,000, 
against a similar excess of $9,244,000 for 
the twelve months next preceding. As 
compared gvith that year the increase of re- 
ceipts was only $1,002,649, while the in. 
crease in expenditures’ was $2,465,738, if 
the outstanding liabilities and the earnings- 
of the subsidized Pacific railroads be 
omitted from the items of comparison. 
The country is confronted with the un- 
welcome and surprising fact that the gov- 
ernment not only is not economizing in its 
expenditures for.carrying the mails, but 
has increased its expenditures two and a 
half times as fast as the increase in rev- 
enue.

But it suggests the 
question how much power really will be 
available from utilizing the flow of water 
at the other end of the big drainage chan- 
nel. It is easy to reekon that 300,000 cubic 


ing 6244 pounds, is equal to 568 times the 
33,000 pounds which the engineers consider 
to require one horse-power to lift it through 
a height of one foot in the minute of time. 
Hence there is 568 horse-power in each foot 
of fall that is completely utilized. But 
aer 20 per cent should be taken from this 
to allow for loss of power gained from the 
turbine, and the result should further be 
diminished by about 25 per cent for loss in 
transmission of the power forty miles to 
Chicago. That leaves an effective force of 
300 horse-power in the form of electricity— 
perhaps more—in this city for each foot of 
fall on the other side of Romeo. Hence, 


to Chicago means a utilized fall of 26 2-3 
feet, and so on in proportion for any greater 
quantity. 

The amount of fall that can be made 
available depends upon engineering con- 
siderations, as’ well as on mere difference 
of level. From the surface of Lake Michi- 
gan to that of the Mississippi at St. Louis 
is about 200 feet, but not half of that can 
be made available. If it could be it would 
mean nearly as much force as the 100,000 
horse-power the promoters of the Niagara 
Falis scheme are said to expect to get ulti- 
mately. It would mean nearly twice as 
much if the ultimate current of 600,000 
feet per minute could be utilized for every 


But, as stated by Mr. Wenter, there is at 
the end of the drainage channel, from 
Lockport to a point two miles below Joliet, 
a fifty-foot fall of water, which extends 
over eight miles, and the fall is not less than 
thirty feet in the first three or four miles. 
So it should not be difficult to obtain the 
10,000 horse-power which Chief Engineer 
Isham Randolph estimates to be almost 
“immediately available, to nearly double 
that by ‘subsequently utilizing the whole 
fall of fifty feet, and to double the last re- 
sult if arrangements are made ‘in the long 
future to take 600,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute from Lake Michigan and send 
it down the drainage canal. 

The Sanitary Trustees propose to begin 
this winter the construction of dams and 
locks as controlling works at Lockport, the 
right to do so having been secured to them. 
These works are expected to cost from 
$160,000 to $175,000, and the power thus 
obtained will-be worth something liké $10 
per horse-power per annum. Trustee Eck- 
hart contemplates using it to light up the 
city. Assistant Engineer Johnston esti- 
mates that the total power obtained when 
the channel is completed would suffice to 
light up 700 miles of streets at the rate of 
two arc lamps to each block, this being 
equivalent to satisfactorily illuminating 
the whole area bounded by North avenue, 
Western avenue, Sixty-third street, and the 
lake. But it would raise the total number 
of arc lamps to about 14,000 and involve 
an expenditure of some two million dollars 
for the putting in of the installing plant at 
Lockport, so that the present cost of licht 
ing would not be all profit By any means. 
The estimate is made, however, that one- 
third of the present cost could be saved 
after paying all expenses, including interest 
on the value of the plant. 


The address by Edward Atkinson to the 
meeting of the American Bankers’ Asso 
ciation last week, in which he advocated 
the retiring of the greenbacks and the Treas- 
ury notes, suggests a reference to his pre- 
viously formulated plan for a bank cur- 
rency which shall not be subject to the 10 
per cent tax on State bank note circulation. 
He proposes that the banks shall issue cer- 
tificates of deposit for even amounts, such 
as five dollars and ten dollars, which can 
be used as currency, and holds that the 10 
per cent tax cannot be applied to them. It 
is recalled that Mr. Olney, when Attorney- 
General of the United States during the 
panic of 1898, gave an opinion which sus- 
tains this tiew. He held that the tax on 
State banks, imposed by the act of Feb. 8, 
1875, “applies only to promissory notes; 
and nét to other negotiable or quasi-nego- 
The language of the act im- 
poses: the tax upon persons, firms, and cor- 
porations “on the amount of their own 
notes used for circulation and paid out by 
them,” The term „notes“ usually is inter- 
preted to mean promissory notes, and only 
by a great stretch of language could be ex 
tended to cover simple certificates of de- 
posit or warehouse receipts. The Solicitor 
of thé Treasury has given an opinion that 
the notes of a county corporation are not 
subject to the 10 per cent tax, because they 
are not named in the passage which im- 
poses that tax on the notes of “any town, 
city, or municipal corporation,” and a tax law 
cannot be extended by construction to those 
whom it does not name as subject to the tax. 
This principle was referred to by Attarney- 
General Olney, who furthermore guid that 
any doubt “must be resolved in favor of ex- 
emptlon,“ and the view i¢ in accordance: 
with a decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of the United States v$. Isham. 

It is probable the officials of the Secret 
Service Division of the Treasury would not 
appeal to the 10 per cent tax law to stop the 
issue of tertificates of deposit, but they

It is stated that the President of the 
Western Indiana road “gave the Mayor 
the impression that his company would 
contribute its full share towards the bnuild- 
ing of the proposed Clark street viaduct if 
it was not required to elevate its tracks 
within. the city limits. No agreement can 
be made with the.company on that basis. 
Whatever happens its tracks must give the 
people a safe crossing from about 
‘Eighteenth street southward by being ele- 
vated the proper height.. It will not do tu 
make travel safe on Clark street and to 
leave travel very unsafe on se many im- 
portant streets in the Town of Lake. 
There must be no grade crossings any- 
where on the line of the Western Indiana 
road within the city limits. It is specially 
important that the tracks of that road 
should be elevated, because as long as they 
remain as they are the Fort Wayne cannot 
raise its, though willing to do so. It is the 
duty of the roads not to interfere witli 
street travel. They must either ¢arry their 
tracks above the street or the street above 
their tracks.
